the United States Department 
of Agriculture through its quaran- 
tine against the importation of in- 
fected animals. 

It, however, is a germ disease 
and occasionally gets in beczuse 
the germ is hidden in skins, wool, 
bones and other animal products, 
all of which are in great demand 
in civilized countries, a large pro- 
portion being obtained from coun- 
tries where anthrax is prevalent 
and where no attempt is made to 
deal with it. 

Experience shows that all ma- 
terials derived from these coun- 
tries are dangerous and liable to 
convey the infection, which may 
spread to other goods and cause 
anthrax among transport workers. 

The process 
from these raw materials causes 
anthrax among industrial workers 
and the effluents from the factories 
may carry it to farms and agricul- 
ture in the neighborhood.  Fur- 
thermore, the finished  prodvcts, 
particularly shaving brushes, may 
cause anthrax among the general 
public. 

When ft thus occurs in the 
human subject it takes the form 
of carbuncles of a vicious sort 
called “malignant pustule.” 

All civilized countries enforce 
measures for preventing the 
spread of anthrax in agriculture, 
but mone can prevent the contin- 
ual introduction of fresh anthrax 
in imported animal] products. 

Regulations for preventing an- 
thrax among the workers are both 
expensive and ineffectual. Disin- 
fection is a highly technical process 
which can only be applied success- 
fully by experts and which in pri- 
vate factories, such as those in, for 
example, the horsehair trade, gives 
no protection. 

To be successful it must be ap- 
plied in special stations as early 
as possible after the material has 
started its journey, preferably at 
points such as the port of export 
where it collects naturally in the 
course of trade. It would be almost 
impossible for one country to ar- 
range this, but an  internationa! 
agreement would make it a simple 
and really effective preventive, not 
only of industrial anthrax, but of

disinfecting stations would be at 
the ports of entry. 

The prevention of industrial an- 
thrax is, however, not a simple 
question that can be considered by 
itself, but consists of several ques- 
tions only related by the fact that 
infection is due to the presence of 
anthrax spores in each kind of ma- 
terial. There are several different 
branches of wool and again of 
horsehair and of hides, skins, 
bones, horns and hoofs. 

All these branches of material 
demand different treatment if 
workers are to be protected from 
material infected in the country of 
origin. All highly organized coun- 
tries prevent the spread of infec- 
tion by precautions which include 


| the complete destruction of the in- 


tact bodies of animals which have 
died from anthrax or have been 
suspected of contact, and often the 
vaccination of flocks and herds. 

So long, however, as animal 
products are imported from coun- 
tries that do not adopt these pre- 
cautions and are not disinfected, 
all our efforts to stamp out agri- 
cultural anthrax will be stultified 
year by year and we shall continue 
to suffer from it and from a cer- 
tain incidence among the public. 

Apart from agricultural meas- 
ures, there are only two effective 
means of preventing anthrax in any 
country which imports raw animal 
products, prohibition of imports 
from backward countries and dis- 
infection of the products in central 
stations.
